whaling fleet ice bound in Kotzebue Sound in the winter of 1898- involves young Ahtok, 
an Alaskan boy, and the herd of reindeer he and his people send to help the stranded 
Americans. Ahtok is about twelve, delighted with the opportunity to make the trip but 
distressed with the prospect of seeing the herd, or part of it, slaughtered for food. 

While the journey has its perils, there are other rewards than the escapes from natural - 
disasters. Ahtok makes valuable new friendships and as the herd winters at Kotzebue, the 
spring brings the birth of a new herd and Ahtok is given six young reindeer as his own.

So far as I know there is no book on the fundamentals of architecture for fourth 
and fifth graders, nor has there been one since The Young Architects by the Stanley-Browns. 
Here, in story form, a considerable amount of information is painlessly conveyed. Bored 
at school and despondent about spending the spring holidays with an unknown uncle and aunt 
in mid-England, 12-year-old Jennifer hears a lecture on old buildings that sparks her 
interest. Then on the train she meets Jim, 13, finds that he wants to be an architect - 
and that he, too, is bound for Grantley. With the help of Jennifer's aunt and uncle, the 
voungsters start notebooks and drawings, and as they learn more and more about the old 
town buildings, churches, manor houses, the details of their construction and the histor- 
ies connected with them, the holidays prove rewarding. This goes more seriously into its 
theme than comparable American books, and should appeal if the right readers can be found.

- The tumultuous history 
of the world reduced to 155 pages is no mean feat. It could not have been so successfully 
achieved were it not for the picture spreads and spot marginal drawings by Cornelius De 
Witt, many in color, with their lively, imaginative and versatile story- telling quality. 
Though by no means perfect in either drawing or reproduction, they do the job set for 
them- they show history in miniature, and interpret the flow of the text. From prehistory 
through the changing pattern of the way men lived, the text carries on to the atomic age. 
Period after period, one people after another, sometimes in mythological terms, sometimes 
in historic, the march of history is given panoramically.

A senior in a New York high school some 
centuries hence, Rod Walker has taken an advanced course in survival training (an in- 
tegral part of emigration to other planetary systems that is becoming necessary) and 
is about to face his solo survivor's test. His sister Helen, a captain in the Amazons, 
gives him odd but sound advice that seems to corroborate all Rod's instructor, the 
seemingly hard hearted "Deacon", has always maintained, and so off Rod goes, lightly 
clothed and gunless, to.his new planet. It turns out to be an earthy place and the 
terrain Rod finds himself in is strangely like Africa. He runs into other students 
and when there's a hitch in their return and they must stay, the boys and girls band 
together to form a town and to make a new spot of civilization. There is a real social 
saga; Rod is elected the second mayor, there are marriages and families and tne whole 
smacks of a decently, dangerously worked out phase of American pioneering. When Rod 
must return to Earth, as an adolescent still, he is told by the Deacon that he can 
and must endure this too.

Let's face it. Teen agers will get hold of this and read it with avidity as they 
do Shulman's earlier books. Perhaps it would be just as well to know what the score is and 
give it to them straight. After all, the book mirrors some of the unsavory aspects of human 
relations in that typically American middle-class, middle-income group. It may be wholly 
disillusioning to the more naive teen agers - but only too many of them will recognize the 
parent to parent, parent to child relationships graphically described in this book, and 
used as the reasons behind some of the teen age disasters.
